Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the "argument" proffered by Examiner in the Advisory 
Action mailed 28 March 2007 that the argument of Simpson as commonly owned was not presented properly and that 
Applicants did not argue withdrawal of Simpson as 102(e) art. Examiner agrees that Simpson and the instant 
application have common ownership and its use as either 102(e) or 103 prior art is (will be) withdrawn. However, a 
double patent rejeciton using Simpson on at least claims 1 to 3 is anticipated. Examiner suggested that to distinguish 
the instant claim language from Simpson Applicants should focus on the difference (at physical and/or chemical level) 
between the structure of a nanocrystal of silicon (instant invention, see claim 1) and a sol-gel derived solid with pores 
(which is the structure of Simpson, see Simpson at col. 7 lines 10-13). 
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
